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SCHOOL LAW 


OF THE 


TERRITORY OF IDAHO. 


AN ACT 


TO ESTABLISH A PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
MAINTENANCE AND SUPERVISION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory е 
Idaho, as follows : 


TERRITORIAL GENERAL FUND. 


Әжотом 1. That all moneys. accruing from the sale of all 
lande, heretofore given, or which may hereafter be given, by 
the Congress of the United States for school purposes in said 
Territory,-and all moneys that may hereafter be given and 
appropriated by the Congress of the United States for school 
purposes, unless by special provision, shall be appropriated for 
the establishment of a University, or other high school, 
together with any moneys by legacy or otherwise donated for

educational purposes, and appropriated for the general fund, 
and all moneys accruing to the Territory from unclaimed 
moneys of the estates of deceased persons, shall be set apart 
and shall constitute an irreducible and indivisible Territorial 
General School Fund; the interest only accruing from which 
shall be appropriated to the respective counties of thé Territory 
in the manner hereinafter specified and directed. i 

Seo. 2. For the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
public schools, in the several counties of the Territory, it shall 
be the duty of the County Commissioners of each county, at 
the time of levying the taxes, for county and Territorial pur- 
poses, to levy a tax of not less than two mills nor more than 
eight mills, on each and every dollar of taxable property in 
their respective counties, for school purposes. 

Sec. 8. That said taxes shall be assessed and collected in 

each county, ав other taxes on property for county and Terri- 
torial purposes. 
_ Бес. 4. That the tax collectors and treasurers of the respec- 
tive counties shall not receive any fees or percentage for such 
collecting, holding and disbursing the moneys во received from 
said taxes, and set apart for public school purposes, but that 
they shall perform such duties without fee or reward. 

Sec. 5. That said moneys so collected are hereby set apart 
and appropriated for the support df the public schools of the 
respective counties, and shall be paid over by said collectors, or 
other officers receiving such moneys, to the county treasurers 
of the respective counties, and by said treasurers shall be 
placed in а separate account, to be called the county school 
fund, and shall only be drawn from each county treasury ав in 
the manner hereinafter prescribed and provided. 

Seo. 6. Thatfor the further support of public schools there 
shall be веб apart by the county treasurer of each county, the 
same to be placed by the respective county treasurers in the 
county school fund as a part of the same, all moneys arising 
from fines and forfeitures for a breach of any of the penal 
laws of this Territory. 
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TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


Src. 7. The Territorial Controller is hereby made and 
constituted ex-officio Territorial Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

Sro. 8.—~It shall be the duty of the Territorial Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction: 77 

First—To exercise a general supervision over the public 
schools of the Territory. 

Second—To prepare and have blanks printed for reports of 
county superintendents, trustees, census marshals and teachers, 
and also blanks for teachers’ registers, and blank orders from 
trustees to county superintendents for warrants, and distribute 
the same to the respective county superintendents. And also 
һауе copies of the school law prepared i in pamphlet form, for 
the use of the school officers in the respectives counties, and 
distribute the same amongst the officers. 

Third—To prepare and have blanks printed for teachers’ 
licenses in such form as to comply with Section 6 [Sec. 43] of 
this act, Тһе said blank certificates or licenses shall be fur- 
nished to county schcol superintendents as other blanks are. 
supplied. 

Бкс. 9. All necessary expenditures of money incurred by- 
the Superintendent for the printing of said blanks, shall be 
paid out of any funds in the Territorial treasury not otherwise 
appropriated; Provided, It does not exceed the sum of twa 
hundred dollars per annum. 

бко. 10. Itshall be the duty of the Territorial Treasurer 
to apportion to the several counties the amount of money in 
the school fand of the Territory, subject to be apportioned, to. 
which each shall be entitled under the provisions of this act, in 
proportion to the number of children residing therein between 
the ages of five and twenty-one years, as shown by the last 
previous report of the county school superintendent, or other 
officer charged therewith, and make a record of such appor- 
tionment in a book of record to be kept for that purpose, and 
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to furnish to the Territorial Treasurer, to each county treas- 
urer, and to each county school superintendent an abstract of 
such apportionment, and at the same time to furnish to each 
county treasurer a warrant for the amount of such apportion- 
ment, to which his county may be entitled, drawn on the 
Territorial Treasurer in conformity with provisions of this act. 

бко. 11. And the said Territorial Treasurer shall, without 
unnécessary ‘delay, transmit to each county treasurer the 
amount due his county, as exhibited by the said warrants; and 
each: county treasurer’ shall furnish to the Territorial Superin- 
tendent в receipt:for the same, with duplicate to the Territorial 
Treasurer, which receipts the said Superintendent and Treas- 
urer shall file in their respective offices. 

Sro. 19. The Territorial Superintendent shall present to the 
Legislative Assembly during the first week of each regular 
session. a full report of the condition of the public schools in 
the Territory, to-wit: the number of schools in each county, 
the number of children between the ages of five and twenty- 
one years in each county, the number of such attending schools 
established under the provisions of this-act; the amount of 
school money apportioned to each district, the amount of 
school moneys received by each county from county and dis- 
trict taxes, and contributions; the amount expended in each 
county in accordance with the provisions of this act, and the 
balance remaining of the school fund in each county treasury 
at the close of each school year; and also the receipts and ex- 
pendjtures of the Territorial school fund, together with the 
balance-in said fund at the end of each school year. 

Sze. 18. He shall also present such suggestions as he may 
deem necessary in relation to the construction of school houses, 
the improvement and management of the public schools, to the 
qualification of teachers, the ways and the means for raising 
funds for the support of public schools, and for the promo- 
tion of the general interest of education throughout the 
Territory. 

Szo. 14. And he shall, r the close of his official term, de- 
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liver to his successor all property, books, maps, reports, records, 
and all documents and papers received by him, for the use of 
or belonging to his office, for which he shall take a receipt of 
his successor, and file the same in the office of the Territorial 
Secretary. :

TERRITORIAL TREASURER, DUTIES OF. 


Szo. 15. It is hereby made the duty of the Territorial 
Treasurer to receive and hold as special deposit, and place in a 
separate fund, to be called the Territorial General School Fund, 
all moneys designated and set apart for that purpose, as specified 
in Section 1 of this act; for the safe keeping and disbursement 
of which moneys he shall be responsible on his official bond. 

бес. 16. The auditor of each county is hereby made 
ex-oflicio county school superintendent, who, in addition to hia 
oath of office as auditor, shall qualify to perform faithfully ‘the 
duties of school superintendent for his county; Provided, 
That the probate judge of the counties of Alturas and Bear 
Lake shall be ex-officio superintendente of public schools of 
said named counties. 


Sec. 17. It shall be, and is РЕА made the daty of the 
county superintendent of public schools, upon receiving notice 
from the county treasurer, as provided in this act, to appor- 
tion the public school moneys, both county and Territorial, 
reported by said county treasurer to be in the county treasury 
of each county, among the several school districts of his county, 
in the following manner, to-wit: one-half of the whole amount 
reported by said county treasurer, he shall divide equally 
among the several organized districts that have complied with 
the provisions of this act, the remaining one-half of said 
whole amount he shall apportion per capita among the several 
districts in proportion to the number of children in each dis- 
trict, as shown by the last report of the school census marshal 
of each district, and credit each district with the amount to 
which such apportionment entitles it; such apportionment he 
shall place upon record in his office, and forthwith furnish a 
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copy thereof to the county treasurer, and he shall report the 

portion of each district to the clerk of the board of trustees. 

thereof; Provided, That in the county of Owyhee one-third. 
of the whole amount of public school moneys reported by the 

county treasurers shall be divided equally among the several 

organized districts, and the remaining two-thirds ce capita as 

provided in this section. 

Бво. 18. The county superintendent shall make such appor- 
tionment on the first Monday of March in each year, and 
quarterly thereafter; Provided, That when any new school 
district is organized from any part of any other organized dis- 
trict or districts, the county superintendent, after having ascer- 
tained the amount of moneys belonging to said old district, or 
districte, and also the indebtedness and liabilities of said old 
district, or districts, and deducting the same, shall apportion to 
said new district its due per capita proportion of moneys or 
indebtedness, as the case may be, from said districts, from 
which it may be formed. Provided further, That each school 
district now organized, or which may hereafter be organized, 
within the Territory, shall keep at least three months school in 
each school year to entitle it to draw any of the public moneys, 
and al] moneys remaining in any school fund to the credit of 
any district, which had been apportioned to the same for the - 
preceding school year, shall, after the first Monday in Sep- 
tember of each year, revert to the county school fund of the 
proper county, to be reapportioned, as other school moneys are 
apportioned. 

Sxc. 19, Не shall have power, and it shall be his duty to 
draw his warrant on the treasurer of his coynty in favor of, 
and deliver the same to the person entitled to receive the same, 
on presentation by him of an order from the clerk of the board 
of trustees, or of апу two of the board of the trustees; 70- 
vided, That no such warrant shall be drawn in favor of any . 
school district, until full and complete returns shall have been 
made to him by the same as required by law, and the certifi- 
cate of the district board of trustees, showing for what purpose 
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in accordance ‘with the provisions of this act, the money ів 
required. And provided further, That no school district shall 
receive a warrant for a larger amount than there is cash in the 
treasury to the credit of said district, and that no district shall 
receive апу of the public school moneys in which there shall 
not have been reported at least ten children by the school 
census marshal at the last report ; Provided, That each county ~ 
shall constitute at least one school district, irrespective of the 
number of children of school age in said county. 

Sec. 20. It is hereby made me duty of the county school 
superintendent : 

First—To distribute seas such blanks, reports, forms 
and laws as shall be received by him from the Territorial 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, for the use of school 
trustees, census marshals and teachers, and any other officers 
entitled to receive the same. ` 

Second—To keep on file in his office the reports of the 
school-trustees, census marshals and teachers, and to record all 
his official acts in a book to be provided for that purpose. 

Third—To make a fall report annually, on or before the 
15th day of October in each year, for the school year ending on 
the 31st day of August next previous thereto, to the Territorial 
Superintendent, a statement of the number of school houses in 
each district in his county, the number of children of school 
age, and the number of pupils attending in each district in his 
county, the number of libraries and the number and character 
of volumes in each library; in how pany districts a school has 
been taught during the past year, and for how long a time, and 
what school books have been used in each district, what pro- 
portion of children of school age in each district has attended 
the schoo} during the past year, the amount of money paid for 
teachers for teaching, and the expense as nearly as may be, of 
conducting each district school. This statement, together with 
such other information and suggestions as he may deem proper 


- or important to the cause of education in the county shall be 


forwarded to the Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
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tion on or before the first. day of November of each year, in 
order that the same may be embodied in his report ч the 
Legislative Assembly. 

Fourth—To appoint school trustees for newly жү. dis- 
tricts, and to fill by appointment all vacancies that тау oceur 
by death, resignation or otherwise, or when ‘the voters of the 
districts fail to elect trustees in accordance with the provisions 
of this act, and to draw his warrant on the county treasurer in 
favor of the board of trustees for the purchase of school books, 
which may be furnished by said trustees to indigent children 
of the district, making the same payable out of the public 
school moneys in the county school treasury apportioned to said 
district. 

Lifth—To collect by process of law all penal fines not paid 
over by justices of the peace, or other officers required to pay 
the same, as required in Section 33 of this act, and the same 
shall be recovered by an action in which the people of the 
United States in the Territory of Idaho, by the county school 
superintendent of public instruction shall be plaintiff, and the 
justice of the peace or other officer neglecting or refusing to 
pay over the said moneys shall be deemed defendant. 

Sec. 21. That whenever at least four heads of families 
representing at least ten children of school age, petition the 


county school superintendent for the organization of a new 


school district, or for the sub-division of or change in the 
boundaries “of ‘an old one, the school superintendent shall 
immediately notify the clerk of the board of trustees of the 
district, or districts, to be affected by the change proposed, that 
a petition is on file in his office, and shall state in said notice 
the proposed change or changes to be made, and that the said 
petition will be presented to the board of county commissioners 
at their next regular meeting for final action. The county 
school superintendent shall present to the board of county 
commissioners, at their first regular meeting after having 
received such petition, the said petition, together with all infor- 
mation in his possession relative to the said petition, and if 
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twenty days shall have elapsed since the clerk of the board of 
$ trustees of the district to be affected by such change was noti- 
% fied, then the board of county commissioners shall take into 
| the consideration of said petition апу remonstrance that may 
р be presented, and may approve, modify or disapprove of said 
petition, and their disapproval shall only be upon the grounds 
| that such organization or any change of boundaries would be 
unjust to individuals or the community. It shall be the duty 
3 of the clerk of the board of school trustees, when notified by 
? the school superintendent of a proposed change in his district, 
to post notices in at least three public places in his district, that 
a petition has been filed in the office of the school superintend- 
ent, stating the proposed change to be made, and call a public 
meeting of the inhabitants of said district, at the school house 
{ in said district, or, if there be no school house, then at some 
4 suitable place in said district, said public meeting to be held 
i within five days from the time of posting said notices; which 
# said meeting shall be for the purpose of affording to any per- 
45 son or persons who might be injuriously affected by said peti- 
4 tion the opportunity of remonstrating against said petition. 
18 Provided, That this section shall not be construed to authorize 
1 the increase of districts in Ada county beyond the limitation 
t fixed in the act creating the independent school district of 
Boise City. 


Seo. 22. АП school election returns shall be made to the 
respective county school superintendents, which returns they 
shall file in their offices.

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i s Src. 23. The county superintendent shall, at the close of 
| his official term, deliver to his successor all records, documents, 


books and papers belonging to his office, and take a receipt for 
the same, which shall be filed in the office of the county 
4 treasurer. — 


Sro. 94. Itshall bethe duty of the treasurer of each county 
to receive and hold as special deposit all mongys belonging to 
the public schools of his county, in accordance with the pro- 
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visions of this act, and pay them over only on the warrant of 
the county superintendent. 


Szo. 25. And he shall, on the first Monday in February of 
each year, and quarterly thereafter, make to the county superin- 
tendent a statement. of the amount of money,in the school 
fund then in the treasury, subject to be ‘apportioned, after 
having deducted the amount due the county superintendent for 
his salary. Such statement shall also show the amount 
received and derived from each source constituting said county 
school fund. 

био. 26. There shall be ap election held annually, on the 
first Monday in September of! each year, at each district school 
house in the Territory, at which election there shall be elected, 
by the qualified voters of the several districts, three trustees 
for each district, who shall hold their offices for the term of one 
year, and until their successors shall be elected and qualified ; 
Provided, however, That the annual election in Nez Perce 
and Idaho counties shall „Ье held on Ње first Monday in 
January. 

Seo. 27. At said election the polls shall be opened by one 
of the board of trustees, or by any voter, if no trustee be 
present, at one o'clock, and closed at five o’clock r. м. of the 
same day; said election shall be conducted generally as other 
county elections, except that one judge and one clerk shall con- 
stitute a board of election, and that any one of the trustees 
may, and itis hereby made their duty to qualify said judge and 
clerk to perform the duties of said board of election, to make 
returns of such election to the county superintendent imme- 
diately, which returns shall be filed in the office of the same. 

Sxo. 28. It shall be the duty of the trustees of each 
district : 

First—To employ teachers and fix their salaries, and they 
shall have power to discharge any teacher for any neglect of 
duty, or any cause that, in their opinion, renders his or her 
services unprofitable as a teacher. 
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Second—tTo visit the schools in their districts from time to 
time, and not less than once a month each. 

Thivd—Any two of said trustees shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

Fourth—At their first meeting after their election and quali- 
fication, one of their number shall be chosen clerk of their 
board, and their proceedings of all meetings shall be in writing 
and shall be kept in a book, shall be signed by the clerk thereof, 
and such book shall bea public record. 

Fifth—They shall:have. charge of all school property in 
their districts, and shall, as such trustees, have power to reeeive 
in trust, all real estate or other property conveyed to said 
school district, апа -tó convey by .deéd, duly executed and 
delivered, all the estate or interest of. their districts in any 
school-house or site directed to be sold by any vote of their 
district, and all conveyances make to said board shall be made 
in their corporate name: To trustees of school district No.—-, 
сооппу , Idaho Territory, and to their successors іп office. 

Siath—Said trustees shall have further power, when directed ` 
by a vote of their district, to purchase, receive, hold and con- 
vey real and personal property for school purposes, and to hold, 
purchase, hire and repair school-houses, and supply the same 
with necessary furniture, in accordance with the provisions of 
this act, and to fix the location of school-houses; Provided, 
That no trustee shall be pecuniarily interested in any contract 
made by the board of trustees of which he is a member; and 
any contract made in violation of this section shall be null and 
void. 

Seventh—And they shall, by giving ten days notice, in 
writing, posted in three conspicuous places in their district, call 
at any time for a meeting of the legal voters of their district, 
for the purpose of deciding by the votes of such voters 
whether or not a special tax, epecifying the rate proposed to be 
collected, shall be levied on said district for the building or 
tepairing of schoo!-houses, or for the support of public schools 
in the respective districts; Provided, That none but actusi 
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resident taxpayers of said district shalll be entitled to vote at 
such election; And provided further, that all widows or 
unmarried women of the age of twenty-one years, who shall 
reside in and hold or own property, subject to such special tax, 
shall be entitled to yote at all such special elections, and the 
clerk of the board of trustees shall have the same power to 
enforce the collection of said tax as is given’ to assessors on 
personal property and district attorneys on real estate in the 
collection of Territorial and county taxes, or to bring suit in 
the name of his district, in any court of competent jurisdiction 
in his district or county, as other civil suits are brought for the 
recovery of money. And the said collector shall be entitled to 
and receive ten per cent. thereon for collecting the same. And 
the board of trustees of any school district in which there shall 
have been a special tax levied according to law shall, by giving 
ten days notice, in writing, posted in three conspicuous places 
in their district, naming the object, day and the hour and place 
in said notice, meet and sit as a bourd of equalization of the 


- assessment of their district and the Jaws that govern the equal- 


ization of the county assessment shall apply to said board, and 
the trustees shall have power, by giving thirty days notice, in 
writing, posted in three conspicuous places in their school dis- 
trict, or by publication in a newspaper in their district, to 
declare all unpaid special school taxes delinquent, and shall 
add five per cent. thereto, to be paid by such delinquent tax- 
payers. | 

Eighth—The voting at such elections shall be by ballot, on 
which ballot shall be written or printed “Tax Yes” or “Tax 
No,” and if a majority of the votes polled at such elections 
shall be in favor of such tax the board of trustees shall be 
empowered, and it is hereby made their duty, to levy, and 
cause to be collected, a special tax, at the rate specified in their 
notice, upon the taxable property in their district, as shown by 
the last annual assessment by the county assessor, to be obtained 
by the trustees from the county clerk of their county, and the 
said board of trustees shall have power to appoint judges and 
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clerk of said election and a collector of said tax; and before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties, shall take the oath 
of office, and give bond in double the estimated amount of 
money to come into his hands, with good and sufficient sureties, 
and when he shall have been so qualified he shall have the 
same power to enforce the collections of said tax as is given to 
tax collectors and sheriffs, in the collection of Territorial and 
county taxes, and said collector shall be entitled to, and receive 
five per cent. thereon for collecting the same; Proveded, That 
when any repairs not exceeding the sum of twenty-five dollars 
in value, the trustees may in their discretion, levy and collect 
a rate bill, to be paid by all the parents or guardians of all 
pupils attending said schools, in proportion to the number of 
pupils sent to said schools by each parent or guardian; but no 
pupils shall be prohibited from attending said schools on 
account of his or her parents’ or guardian’s inability to pay 
such rate; and the clerk of the board of trustees shall have the 
same power to enforce the collections of the amounts of said 
rate bill as is given to tax collectors and sheriffs in the collec- 
tion of Territorial and county taxes. 


Ninth—The trustees of the respective districts, shall furnish 
all things, not otherwise herein provided for, necessary for the 
use and comfort of the school, or schools in their district, such 
as repairs, wood, stoves, brooms, buckets, black-boards and 
privies, and for this purpose they may audit and allow accounts 
against the school fund of their school districts, not to exceed 
ten per cent. of the amount of said school fund. 


Tenth—The trustees of each district shall make full state- 
ment, in writing, annually, on the first day of September, to 
the county school superintendent of their respective counties, 
of all matters pertaining to their schools, such as the building 
and repairing school-houses, the cost of the same, and from 
what sonrce paid, the number of months schools have been 
taught in their districts during the preceding school year, what 
the monthly salary paid teachers, and generally such informa- 
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tion that will promote the interest! and advance the cause of 
education. | 

Src. 29. It is hereby made duty of the trustees of the 
respective districts, on receiving the report from any teacher, 
of the disorderly or bad conduct of large pupils, to decide how 
auch insubordinate pupils shall be panne’, or whether they 
ЯһаП be dismissed from school. 

Szo. 30. That said trustees shall, on the first Monday of 
July of each year, which shall be and is hereby declared to be 
a day for the regular meeting of said board, appoint a census 
marshal who shall immediately qualify by taking an oath or 
‘affirmation faithfully to discharge the duties of his office to the 
‘best of his ability, and the clerk of the board, or either of the 
‘trustees, is hereby authorized to administer such oath or affirm- 
‘ation. Said census marshal shall proceed, immediately after 
his appointment and qualification, to take a correct enumera- 
tion of the cbildren in his district between the ages of five 
‘and twenty-one years. After the census marshal shall have 
‘finished his enumeration, he shall forthwith report the same to 
the trusteess of his district, who shall hold a meeting to receive 
the same, and said trustees shall cause a true and certified copy 
of said census, together with a certificate of the marshal’s hav- 
ing performed his duties, which census or enumeration and cer- 
tificate shall be forthwith transmitted to the county school 
superintendent of his county. 

Szo. 31. For such services well and faithfully performed, 
said census marshal shall be allowed as full compensation, ten 
cents for each child so enumerated, and the clerk of the board 
-of trustees shall furnish raid census marshal a certificate of 
‘the performance of his duty; and upon presenting of such cer- 
tificate, the county superintendent shall draw hie warrant upon 
the county treasurer for the amount so allowed in favor of 
‘said census marshal, and shall charge the same against his dis- 
‘trict. 

Sze, 32. Trustees shall qualify within fifteen days after 
their election, by taking an oath or affirmation faithfully to 
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discharge the duties of their office to the best of their ability, 
and to-promote the interest of education in their district, which 
oath shall be administered by the county superintendent, or 
any civil officer authorized to administer oaths, and filed in í thé 
office of the county superintendent. 


JUSTICES OF THE PEACE, DUTIES OF, ETO. 


Src. 38. All moneys arising from fines or forfeitures, as 
provided for in this act, are hereby required to be paid over, 
by justices of the peace, or other officers receiving the same, to 
the county treasurer within thirty days after collection. 


Sro. 34. Апу justice of the peace, or other officer neglect- 
ing,or failing to comply with the provisions of Section 88 of 
this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction 
shall be fined in any sum not less than one hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail not less than three months, | 
or both such fine and imprisonment. 


TEACHERS, DUTIES OF, ETC. 


Sro. 35. Teachers of the public schools shall be furnished 
with a school register by the trustees of the respective districts, . 
for the purpose of registering the names of his or her pupils, 
and their daily attendance at school, and at the close of the 
session, said register shall be delivered to the clerk of the 
board of trustees of the district, and the teachers shall also be 
furnished by the trustees with a blank report, which he shall 
fill up according to the heading of the same, and transmit to 
the county superintendent of his county, at the close of the ses- 
sion or term, and no teacher shall be authorized to draw his 
salary until such report shall have been received by said county 
superintendent. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

Seo. 36. No books, papers, tracts or documents, of а politi- 


cal, sectarian, or denominational character shall be ‘teed or in- 
troduced in any school established under the provisions of 
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this act, and any and every political, sectarian or denomina- 
tional doctrine is hereby expressly forbidden to be tanght 


therein, nor shall any teacher, nor any district receive any of 


the public school moneys, in which the schools have not been 
taught in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Src. 87. Trustees shall determine whether pupils outside 
of their district shall be permitted to attend school in such dis- 
trict, and upon what terms. 

Sec. 38. The school year of each and every county within 
this Territory, shall commence on the first Monday in беріеш- 
ber of each year. 

Sec. 39. The compensation of the county school superin- 
tendents of the several counties shall be paid annually on the 
first Monday of October, out of the county school fund; and 
before receiving said compensation, said county superintendent 
shall have received a certificate from the Territorial School 
Superintendent, that his duties have been faithfully performed 
during the last school year, upon which the board of county 
commissioners of the respective counties shall draw a warrant 
upon the county school fund for such amount as they may 
audit and allow, not to exceed five dollars for each school dis- 
trict in his county, legally organized, and complying with the 
provisions of this act. 

EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 


Src. 40. The several boards of county commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered to appoint for their respec- 
tive counties, one county school examiner, who, together with 
the county superintendent of public schools shall constitute a 
county board of school examiners. 

Szo. 41. Тһе said county school examiner, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall take the oath of office, which- , 
shall be filed with the county recorder of his county. The 
said school examiner shall hold his office at the pleasure of the 
board of county commissioners of his county, and shall receive 
a compensation of five dollars per day for the time actually 
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engaged in his duties as county school examiner, to be allowed 
and paid in the same manner that other accounts sre allowed 
and paid against the county. The county school superinten- 
dent shall receive no additional compensation for his duties as 
county school examiner. 

Sec. 42. Each county school examiner shall hold four 
meetings each year, for the examination arid licensing of 
teachers. Said meetings shall be held in the county seat. The 
first of said meetings to be held on the first Wednesday in 
February, 1831, and quarterly thereafter. The school exam- 
iner shall give ten days notice of said meeting by having the 
same published in a newspaper having a general circulation in 
the county, and if there be no paper published іп the county, 
then, by notices in at least five ‘public places in the county. 
The examination then held shall be held public, and shall con- 
tinue from day to day until all the applicants shall have been ex- 
amined. Said examinations shall be conducted by both written 
and oral questions and answers. Said county examiner may, 
if he deem it expedient, call to his assistance any one who is a 
practical teacher. 5 ` 

Sec. 43. The county examiner shall examine persons ap- 
plying for certificates to teach in orthography, reading, pen- 
manship, arithmetic, grammar, mode: п geography and history 
of the United States, asking questions to test the general 
knowledge of the candidates and their ability to impart oral 
instructions relating to the subjects treated in the text books, 
and no person shall be granted a certificate who, in the judg- 
ment of the examiner, does not possess the ability to impart 
@ oral instructions to such a degree as to render the applicant a 
@ succeseful teacher. County examiners are authorized to issue 
m three grades of certificates, viz: first grade shall be valid in the 


Ж county for two years, to those who shall answer correctly not 


@ less than seventy-five per cent. of the questions asked in any 
Ж one branch, and not less than ninety per cent. on the general 
Ж average; second grade, valid for one year, to those who answer 

| correctly not less than fifty per cent. in any branch, with a 
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general average of seventy-five рег cent.; third grade, to be 
valid in a given district only for six months, to those who an- 
awer correctly not less than forty per cent. of any one branch, 
with a general average of fifty per cent. 

Ѕес. 44. No person shall be authorized te teach any public 
school within Idaho Territory, who shall not have a certificate 
from a school board of examiners within this territory, as con- 
atituted by this act, good and valid for the period during which 
such person вһаП teach such public school, and any public 
school money is hereby forbidden to be paid to any teacher 


who shall not be the holder of a valid certificate for the time ` 


during which such teacher claims to have taught a public school. 
Provided, That the examiner may grant permits to teach, 
to those who, i in his opinion, are qualified to teach, which per- 
mits shall answer all the purposes of certificates till the next 
quarterly examination. 

Sro. 45. Еуегу person who, upon examination of said 
board, shall be deemed competent to teach, shall before receiv- 
ing a certificate, pay to the county treasurer the sum of three 
dollars, and upon the presentation of the receipt of the county 
treasurer to the county auditor, and a duplicate thereof to the 


` county school superintendent, he or she shall be entitled to 
“ receive such certificate. The board of examiners shall far- 


nish,to the county treasurer а list of all persons who have been 
found competent at any session of said board. All money 
paid into the county treasury, under the provisions of this act 
shall belong to the school fund of the county. 

Әко. 46. The board of county commissioners shall audit 
and allow bills for blank books, stationery, ete., ав may be re- 
quired in the cxamination of teachers, and the warrants may 
be drawn upon the general school Тапа of the county. 


Sxo. 47. All acts, and parts of acts, in conflict with the’ 


provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 
Sxo. 48. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and approval by the Governor.

TO PROVIDE FOR THE ELECTION OF COUNTY SCHOOL SUPERINTEN- 
DENTS IN CERTAIN COUNTIES OF THIS TERRITORY.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly f the Territory of 
Idaho, as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be elected biennially, at each gen- 
eral election, in the counties: of Bear Lake, Alturas, Custer, 
Lemhi, Ads and Boise, by the qualified voters of said counties, 
a county school superintendent, whose term of office shall com- 
mence on the first Monday of January succeeding his election. 

„апа until his successor is elected and qualified. The board of 
county commissioners of his county shall fix his compensation, 
which shall be paid out of the county treasury, and before en- 
tering upon his duties, he shall take and subscribe an oath be- 
fore the county recorder faithfully to perform the duties of 
school superintendent of his county. And the board of 
county commissioners of each of said counties, shall at their 
regular meeting in April next, or at any subsequent meeting, 
if from any cause they shall fail so to do at said regular meet- 
ing, appoint some suitable person county school superintend- 
ent for their county, and shall-fix his compensation, and the 
person so appointed shall qualify as aforesaid, and shall serve 
until the first Monday in January, 1883, and until his successor 
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is elected and qualified. Such superintendent shall in addition 
to the other duties imposed by an act to establish a public 
school system, and to provide for the maintenance and super- 
vision of public schools, approved February 21, 1879, visit each 
publie school in his county at least twice each year. 

бес. 2. Section 39 of said act shall not apply to the counties 
named in Section 1. | 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.
